Mr. W _ crossed the plains in 49 and 


never swore a word all the way, nor travelled 
an inch on Sunday that was not absolutely 
necessary to find feed or water. He did not 


get angry, or fall owt by the way’ with any 
of his company. He did not forget to read 
his Bible nor to pray: either while crossing. 
the plains or after he got in the country, but 
kept up both regularly all the three years he 
was here. The first winter, the whole com- 
pany kept together and divided the avails of 
their labor equally. Mr. W walked five
